Washington. October 10. 

Did^ou ever attend a session of the 
United States Supreme Court? If not, 
and you are ever In Washington when 
that august body is sitting, do so. It is 
a sight well worth seeing, but if you are 
like the average person you will not 
care to go twice. The awful stillness 
and dignity which permeate the very 
atmosphere of the court-room takes the 
conceit ont of you and makes you feel 
so insignificant that it is an hour or so 
After you get out before your feelings as¬ 
sume their.normai condition, At least 
that is the way it affects me at every vis¬ 
it, and for many years I have attended 
the opening session, j^st as I did to-day, 
as well as other sessions when important 
arguments were being made or opinions 
handed down.
